A sm all airplane crashed near the intersection 
of Bonita and G arey avenues Tuesday night after 
it ran out of gas during a test flight from B rackett 
Field. 


The two men in the plane w ere taken to Pomona 
V al'ey Comm unity Hospital 
for em ergency tre a t­ 
m ent. Both were reported in good condition Wednes­ 
day morning, with only one rem aining hospitalized. 


Logan Hines, 43. of 22445 Cass St., Woodland 
Hills, pilot of the plane, is recovering from head 
Injuries and facial cuts. He underw ent em ergency 
surgery Tuesday night. 


His passenger, Donald F. R ichards, 18, of Brant 
Hall, La Verne College, w as treated for cuts and 
bruises and released. 


The single-engine am phibian 
airplane crashed 
about 6:45 p.m . in a level field on Bonita Avenue 
about a block west of the busy Bonita-Garey inter­ 
section and only about a block from a large tract 
of homes. 
Don W inkrlpleck, 12, of 2954 N. G arey Ave., 
apparently the only eyew itness to the crash, said 
he saw the plane circle over the housing tract, 
going west.

from 
the e a st,” he said. “ As it cam e over Casa Coiina 
(C asa Coiina Hospital, 255 E. Bonita Ave.) it began 
to sputter. Then it dropped and I guess a wing 
dragged. Then I heard a boom .” 
After em ergency treatm ent, the pilot told police 
he had taken off from B rackett Field on a test 
flight and had apparently runout of gas, 
Hines said he had com pleted the installation 
of a new engine earlier Tuesday and had wanted 
to test it. 
Several units of the Pomona Fire D epeartm ent 
w ere called to the crash scene, but no fire broke 
out.

PRAGUE (U P I)--A Soviet delegation headed by 
P rem ier Alexei N. Kosygin flew in from Moscow 
today and 
Radio Prague said

an agreem ent providing for the “ tem porary” sta­ 
tioning of Soviet troops on Czechoslovak soil. 
The Soviet delegation arrived only a few hours 
after the return from Moscow of Czechoslovak P re­ 
m ier Oldrich Cem ik from two days of what was 
described as “extrem ely h ard ” negotiations with 
the Soviets over the treaty which would legalize 
the presence of foreign C om m unist troops here. 
Prague Radio said Kosygin and his party were 
met at the airport by C em ik, parliam ent leader 
Josef Sm rkovsky, Slovak party leader G ustav Husak 
and “other representatives.”

Bind Emotion 


To Reasoning, 


Students Told 


C L A R E M O N T - Think­ 
ing clearly, feeling strongly and 
channeling one’s energy is the 
combination needed to solve the 
problems of the next decade, 
the Founders Day speaker at 
Pomona College said Tuesday. 
The speaker was Charles W. 
Cole, former president of Am­ 
herst College and form er U.S. 
am bassador to Chile. His topic 
was “ Confronting the 1970s.” 
Cole 
s a i d 
technology 
has 
brought about change so fast 
that the political, social and 
economic institutions have be­ 
come obsolete. 
Cole used the changes that 
the automobile has brought in 
the United States — freeways, 
motels, drive-ins — to show the 
rapidity of change. 
He said the world today was 
faced with an increase in radi­ 
calism and a decline of ration­ 
alism. 
Until the turn of the century, 
science, 
with 
its 
rationalistic 
bent, moved toward determ in­ 
ism. 
E v e n 
psychology 
was 
mechanistic, motivated by ra­ 
tional considerations, he added. 
But Sigmund Freud’s concepts 
of human behavior, although un­ 
scientific, had their effect and 
a decline of faith and reason 
followed, Cole said. 
Movements in the arts have 
veered toward subjective 
ex­ 
pression today, he said. 
He cautioned those who are 
caught up in emotion at the 
expense of reason “ not to dis­ 
solve the cement of manners, 
morals and laws.” 
He urged a synthesis between 
emotion and thought. 
Solutions to present day prob­ 
lems must be made in a way 
in which gains are held, rather 
than destroying first in order 
to rebuild. 
Cole said the solutions should 
end in: 
—A livable environment in the 
cities. 
—Adequate respect for nature 
through conservation and elimi­ 
nation of pollution. 
—Aid to underdeveloped na­ 
tions. 
—Complete justice for minori­ 
ties. 
—Peace among nations. 
Founders day at Pomona Col­ 
lege is observed each year in 
recognition of the first trustees 
and faculty members who de­ 
veloped the college in 1887. 
The 
program 
included 
the 
flame ceremony in the darkened 
auditorium. During the c e r e ­ 
mony, the flame from a burning 
candle was passed from o n e 
torchbearer to a n o t h e r . The 
flame represents Pomona Col­ 
lege. It began with the mem ber 
of the one of the oldest classes 
and ended with a m em ber of 
the new freshman class. 
Carl Lorbeer of Pomona, a 
1906 graduate of Pomona Col­ 
lege, 
represented the earliest 
class. Frank Clemenza of Clare­ 
mont, who graduated last June, 
represented his c l a s s in the 
ceremony.

Four Bond Issues 
Facing Claremont 


CLARF.MONT — Four sepa­ 
rate proposals may be placed 
before the Claremont v o t e r s 
early next year in the $4'^-mil- 
lion capital improvements plan 
for the city. 


The Claremont Planning Com­ 
mission recommended Tuesday 
that the five items which con­ 
stitute a “civic center complex” 
be 
included 
in one package. 
This includes a city hall, police 
departm ent, 
fire 
departm ent 
headquarters, city y a r d s and 
land for a post office. 
The other three items, park 
land and developments includ­ 
ing a cultural center and li­ 
brary would go on the ballot 
as separate items. 
The vote from the planning 
commission was unanimous on 
the grouping of the items. Craig 
McManigal was absent. 
What Has Priority? 
The citizen^ capital improve­ 
ments committee, which recom­ 
mended the items for the bond 
issue and the financial amounts 
for each, asked that the items 
be placed under “one package” 
but the planners could not agree 
on the priority of the items aft­ 
er the original five items in 
the civic center complex were 
established. 
Mrs. Carol Bell, a member 


of the library subcommittee of 
the 
citizens 
capital 
improve­ 
ment committee, said that Los 
Angeles County has agreed to 
accept 20.000 square feet in a 
new library the city would build 
and w h i c h the county would 
stock and staff under a lease 
agreement sim ilar to what the 
city and county now have in 
Claremont. 
Because one-third of the cost 
of the library is expected to 
be paid from federal money, 
and the square footage reduced 
the original request of $900,000 
for the library was lowered to 
$700,000. 
Allocations Proposed 
In addition to the amount for 
the library, the citizens com­ 
mittee recommended the follow­ 
ing financial allocations for the 
items: city hall - police depart­ 
ment, $2,059,000; parks $975.000; 
fire departm ent headquarters, 
$300,000 (includes pumper and 
furnishing of building); c i t y 
yards (improvements for next 
30 years), $190.000; post office 
land, $80,000; and cultural ac­ 
tivities, $300,000, two-thirds of 
this would be for a center). 
The total of the bond issues 
would be $4,604,000 unless pared 
down by the City Council when 
it holds a public hearing on 
the proposal next month.

"We were looking for a city 
sim ilar to Chino — one that is 
progressive ” 
The committee, said Cortez, 
had selected San Juan Del Rio 
three years ago. “ We wrote to 
the mayor but got no response. 
He apparently wasn’t fam iliar 
with the program .” 
The committee began looking 
at other 
Mexico 
cities. 
“ We 
made three trips to Mexico and 
visited at least 10 cities,” said 
Cortez. 
A change in mayors was made 


recently in San Juan Del Rio, 
and the new official wrote the 
Chino committee, he said. 
Cortez and other Chino area 
residents visited the city last 
August white attending a sister 
city convention in Guanajuato, 
Mexico. 
The chairman presented a let­ 
ter to the City Council from the 
mayor and sister city commit­ 
tee officers in San Juan Del 
Rio accepting the invitation to 
affiliate. 
Cortez asked the council to 
allocate f u n d s to send the 
mayor and his wife and some 
of the committee members to 
San Juan Del Rio for an affili­ 
ation ceremony.

Prop. 9 Dooms School Expansion-Nelson 


The expansion program of the 
Pomona 
School 
District 
may 
come to an eight-year standsUll 
if Proposition 9 becomes law. 
Supt. Winston Nelson predicted 
today. 
Nelson, speaking before the 
Pomona Valley Board of Real­ 
tors, called for the defeat of the 
so-called Watson amendment. 
“ Do 
not 
destroy 
our 
pro­ 
gram ,” he asked, “ until you ran 
find another source of financing. 
He said Proposition 9 would 
cut the district’s tax base in half. 
“ Based 
on 
our 
present 
as­ 
sessed valuation of $160 million, 
our bonding capacity is $16 mil­ 


lion. 
If the initiative passes, 
that capacity will be cut to $8 
million." 
Specifically, 
he 
said, 
this 
means that the district would 
lose more than $1.7 million in 
revenue next year, unless the 
state legislature could find a 
method of financing costs of ed­ 
ucation 
other 
than 
through 
property taxes. 
“ But our main concern is our 
building program ,” he declared. 
“ Each year we add enough pup­ 
ils to build a new school, at 
least Every September, our en- 
ioilmen! rises by 1.200 pupils. If 
our bonding capacity is reduced 


— if there is no more state aid 
— we will not be able to build 
another classroom for the next 
eight years.” 
Other damages the Watson 
amendment would cause, 
ac­ 
cording to Nelson, are to the 
recreation 
programs 
conduct­ 
ed by the school district and the 
retirem ent program for teach­ 
ers. Money for both comes from 
special tax levies. 
According to the county super­ 
intendent of schools the bonded 
indebtedness of Pomona school 
district is $15,585,000 right now. 
Commenting on that part of 
tlie proposal which would give 


financial control of local school 
districts to the state, he warned 
that such a move would end 
local control once and for all.

is 
transferred to Sacramento, the 
power got'S 
there 
too. 
Home 
rule,” he said, “ is or« of the 
basic issues in the country to­ 
day.” 
Nelson said he was in favor 
of limiting taxation on real es­ 
tate, but Proposition 9 was not 
the way to do it because it of­

Proposition 9 will appear on 
11« Nov. 5 ballot.

The Credit Unions 
Belong to People 


On the third Thursday of October each 
year, special thought is given to the many 
benefits made available through m em ber­ 
ship in the credit union. 


Thus, tomorrow is a special day in Po­ 
mona Valley for the thousands of men and 
women who belong to credit unions in their 
places of business. 


Credit union m em bers save together, re­ 
ceive good dividends, and have the oppor­ 
tunity of obtaining low-cost loans for use­ 
ful purposes. In addition, m em bers < an get 
helpful advice on money m anagement. 


California, which is the leader in so many 
fields, is also first in the nation in the num­ 
ber of credit unions. Since 1933, when the 
California Credit Union League was found­ 
ed, credit unions in this state have grown 
from about 25 to m ore than 1,800. Head­ 
quarters for the league, which serves more 
than 2*4 million m em bers, is on S. Garey 
Avenue in Pomona. 


The California league is divided into 36 
chapters. One of the larger ones is the Mt. 
Baldv chapter made up of 57 credit unions 
from the San Gabriel River east to Ontario 
and Upland. These 57 chapters have assets 
of approxim ately $15 million. 
Their 
more than 28,000 m em bers are 
celebrating International Credit Union Day 
along with more than 30 million other credit 
union m em bers around the world. 
Today, 52,000 credit unions in 100 coun­ 
tries control assets in excess of $15 billion. 
The United States alone has more than 19 
million credit union m em bers in more than 
22,000 chapters. Canada has more than four 
million m em bers; Latin America, more than 
2.2 million. 
Expressing the worldwide character of 
the credit union movement is the 1968 
theme, “ For Those in Need, of Any Land 
or Creed.” 
One of the greatest strengths of the credit 
union movement is that despite its growlh 
over the years the idea has remained bas­ 
ically unchanged. . .mutual concern a n d 
help. 
We salute this worldwide movement that 
has made it possible for people with mutual 
associations to join together in another com­ 
mon interest, that of providing themselves 
and their families with greater financial se­ 
curity. 


People Factor 
In Race Matters 


So much fear and fiction about race is 
current in America that the facts we are 
slowly and painfully learning about our­ 
selves cannot be reported too much. 
—The latest Gallup poll on the subject 
of law and order found that of all-white 
adults interviewed in a nationwide survey, 
35 per cent say they are fearful of using 
the streets at night. But for Negroes, the 
figure is 40 per cent. 
—A 314-page evaluation of all published 
desegregation research to date, prepaied for 
the Phi I>elta Kappa Commission on Educa­ 
tion, Human Rights and Responsibilities, 
concluded that integration Increases 1 h e 
learning of Negro children and does n o t 
change the learning rate of white children. 
It also found that Negro aspirations are 
positively affected by desegregation while 
virtually none of the negative predictions 
of desegregation opponents, such as disorder 
in the schools, are bom out by studies. 
—O n a higher level of education, how­ 
ever, junior college officials in Florida have 
disc overed that equal opportunity for Negro 
high school graduates is not spurring their 
entry into predominantly white colleges. Ac­ 
cording to Southern Education Report, Ne­ 
gro enrollment decreased in 15 Florida jun­ 
ior colleges this year, stayed the same in 
two and increased in only eight. 
M ajor reasons cited are the Negro stu­ 
dents’ fear that he isn’t sufficiently pm- 
pared to compete in the white campus cul­ 
ture, and colleges’ failure to supply pro­ 
gram s geared to Negro needs and to recruit 
Negro students aggressively enough. 
—In the integrated, middle-class Lee-Se- 
ville neighborhood o/ Cleveland, Ohio, Negro 
residents, conscious of property and com­ 
munity values, have risen in opposition to 
a proposed low-<T>st housing development in 
their area for Negroes from the inner city. 
One lady, interviewed cm television, said 
site was against handing out to poor people 
the things that she and her neighbors had 
worked hard to gain. 
Maybe what we have in America is not 
so much a race problem as a people prob­ 
lem—that under their diiferent skins and 
behind their various labels, people are pret­ 
ty n u c b just people. 
.

T h e n it would be up to the 
House to select the president. 


In this case each state would 
have one vote. How it would be 
cast would depend on which par­ 
ty had the most congressmen in 
the state. At the moment 29 
states have more Democratic 
Congressmen that 
Republican; 
the G.O.P. controls 18 slates 
and in three states the Congres­ 
sional delegation is evenly di­ 
vided. 
If the G.O.P. gains as many 
House seats as it thinks it will, 
it might gain control of the 
House. But it might NOT gam 
control of eight more states, 
which is what it would need to 
elect Richard Nixon. 
Hubert 
Humphrey for instance with on­ 
ly 35 percent of t h e popular 
vote, c o u l d be elected by a 
Democrat-controlled House. We 
would then have a president 
whom 65 percent of the people 
voted against! 
It is possible that the House 
would be deadlocked and unable 
to elect a president unless one 
party or faction had control. In 
that case the Senate would elect 
ONE OF THE VICE - PRES1- 
DFNTIAL CANDIDATES to be 
acting president until the House 
made a decision. The winner 
would need 51 votes in the Sen­ 
ate and here the Democrats 
have 65 votes. With only a third 
of the Senate running this time, 
the G.O.P. would need practic­ 
ally a sweep to gain Senate con­ 
trol. 
Senator Muskie, then, would 
seem to have the best chance. 
But Governor Agnew could do it. 
And who’s to say Senate conser­ 
vatives wouldn’t launch a pro­ 
test vote of their own and pick 
LeMay? In a year of political 
surprises, nothing would aston­ 
ish me.

Familiar U.S. Political Structure 
Will Never Be the Same Again 


Out of two and a half weeks 
on the road talking with hun- 
reds of people—many of them 
the y o u n g — one conclusion 
comes through. 
With the up­ 
heaval shaking the body politic 
at almost every level the politi­ 
cal structure so long familiar 
will never be quite the sam e 
again. 
Third parties have sprung up 
and then withered away. The 
two old parties have survived 
more or less intact for more 
than a century. The politics of 
pragm ansm 
and 
compromise 
has prevailed and on the whole 
has served the nation well. 
George C. Wallace's independ­ 
ent Party may, like its many 
predecessors, be c a r t e d off 
to the political attic. But if it is 
not to be Wallace’s party — a 
personal party built essentially 
around one man — another up­ 
surge a i the right seems cer­ 
tain to take its place. W allace’s 
support has shown above all a 
deep-seated frustration with the 
political process — a disillusion 
with the two old parties. As one 
of 
Wallace’s 
taxi 
drivers 
in 
Southern California put it: 


“They (the Republicans and 
Democrats) aren’t going to do a 
biankety blank one of the things 
that have got to be done in this 
country. Maybe this fellow Wal­ 
lace can’t either. But I’m for 
giving him a chance.’’ 
The conventional political wis­ 
dom is that Wallace’s strength 
has peaked and that he is bound 
to decline in the final weeks. In 
a final stop in the Midwest the 
evidence seemed to be all to 
the contrary. A poll taken in an 
automotive plant in St. Louis in 
the first week in October show­ 
ed 40 for Hubert Humphrey, 100 
for Richard Nixon and 850 for 
Wallace.

Auto Workers, roughly a thou­ 
sand men polled out of a total 
of 9,400 in the plant. 
At the beginning of the cam ­ 
paign a Granite City, III, steel 
plant showed 380 for Humphrey, 
480 for Nixon and 597 for Wal­ 
lace.

If the samples from around 
the country are a true reflection 
of the way the blue-collar vote 
is going the nationwide polls 
may underestim ate the Wallace 
strength.

been a bad olunder. A Southern 
governor with a touch of the 
populist is linked with a tough 
spokesman for the Eisenhower 
military-industrial complex and 
the haniest of hard lines on the 
Vietnam war. This is the curi­ 
ous hybrid, half-tiger and half- 
Southern 
m u l e , 
that 
comes 
through. It must leave the taxi 
driver, the beautician, just us 
folks to whom Wallace address­ 
es himself, somewhat puzzled. 
Yet there is no proof that Le­ 
May scares the Wallaceites as 
he does the cartoonists who re­ 
call the link between Hitler and 
the aggressive military in the 
person of Field Marsha! Her­ 
man Goering. The hard line on 
Vietnam ~* let’s go all out and 
get it over with — has always 


scored high in any sampling of 
opinion. If LeMay adds any ap­ 
peal to the ticket it is in the 
area of widespread impatience 
over a war that continues to 
take such a heavy toll in blood 
and money with no foreseeable 
end. 


Since, in the view of this ob­ 
server, Wallace’s prim ary ap­ 
peal is to the mindless and 
those whose minds are closed, 
argum ent and persuasion — the 
substance of a campaign insofar 
as it deals with issues — has 
little or no influence. The ora­ 
tory 
as 
it 
roars 
on 
simply 
bounces off with no impact. 
Neither Nixon nor Humphrey 
seems thus far to inspire any 
intense enthusiasm. They are 
typical products of the politics 
of the past. To use a dubious 
word they lack charism a, fire, 
a dram atic presence, that draws 
the crawds and sends them. A 
Wendell Witlkie, Dwight Eisen­ 
hower with his own paternal, 
understated style, Adlai Steven­ 
son and his great appeal for a 
limited segment of the voting 
public, John F. Kennedy who in 
1960 drew the scream ers, Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy and the wildly 
unruly crowds greeting him in 
the prim aries — there is nothing 
like that m the current cam ­ 
paign. 
Fed up, wanting a change, 
the voters will go for Nixon un­ 
less all signs fail. Under the 
circumstances the total vote will 
probably be considerably lower 
than in recent years unles-» the 
Wallaceites turn out in large 
numbers. 
Luck, as in every department 
of human life, is a big factor. 
Humphrey’s 
t r a g e d y , 
and 
•gainst the background of the 
high achievements of his politi­ 
cal career it has at times the 
look of a Greek tragedy, is to 
run in the wrong year in the 
wrong campaign under term s 
that could hardly be more un­ 
favorable. The luck is all with 
Nixon. After two great revers­ 
als he is successfully exploiting 
the deep discontent with things 
as they are and coasting to 
what appears sure victory. 


Defecting Democrats Again Face

Democrats in the House again 
are hearing the message that 
any of them who campaign for 
the 
presidential 
candidate 
of 
another party can expect to be 
punished when the new Con­ 
gress assembles in January. 
Liberal 
Democrats 
in 
the 
House 
served 
public 
notice 
before the 
1964 election that 
they 
would 
try 
to 
penalize 
defectors who backed Barry M. 
Goldwater, the Republican nom­ 
inee with widespread support in 
the Deep South. 


They managed to Inflict the 
They managed to inflict the 
promised 
punishment 
when 
Congress convened in January, 
1965. The policy was reaffirmed 
in January, 1907, and no public 
notice was deemed necessary 
this year because the precedent 
had been lixed. 


So far only Rep. John R. 
R a rick, D-La., has publicly en­ 
dorsed another candidate. As a 
backer of George C. Wallace’ 
the American Independent party 
candidate, 
he 
is 
not 
risking 
much. He Is a freshman mem­ 
ber of the House at the foot of 
the seniority list on the Agricul­ 
ture Committee. 


In Alabama, Democratic can­ 
didates for Congress are in the

state. 


The House Democratic caucus

his seniority be restored but the 
Democratic caucus refused. 
A fine line is drawn between 
members who keep silent about 
the national Democratic ticket 
and tho^e who publicly support 
a rival candidate for president. 
But unless the 1965 action is 
reversed, caution is necessary

And 
the strain and the silence are 
leaving older people w i t h a 
sense of desolation they’ve nev­ 
er known before. 
I’ve done a bit of reading 
about

youth 
movement 
these past few days. I’ve been 
touched by the Idealism, the re­ 
ligious zeal of some youngsters. 
But to the wilder militants with 
the obscene picket signs, to the 
Yippies with their idiotic prat­ 
tle of drugs, I can only say, 
“Don’t come near me, sweet- 
and-20. I’ve no wish to talk to 
you.” 
Those of us who wish to see 
every youth as ripe for grand 
exploits and mighty enterprise 
can be forgiven for seeing net­ 
tles 
in 
flower 
power. 
And, 
worse, incipient totalitarianism 
in the rigidity and elitism of 
the New Left. 
It’s 
a square 
sentiment, but the movement 
could also do with fewer loon­ 
ies and layabouts. 


I have no 
doubt 
that 
the 
Youth International 
— 
those 
hairy hooligans called Yippies 
—have given the entire student 
protest a bad name. Ore; would 
like to see the responsible stu­ 
dent leaders fastidiously detach 
themselves from these gibber­ 
ing exhibitionists. 
When Stewart Alsop of News­ 
week respectfully asked Abbie 
Hoffman, a leading torchbearer 
of the youth revolt, to nam e 
the long-range goal of the New 
Left, he was told, “ Abolish pay 
toilets, man. That’s the goal.” 
Humor and 
high 
spirits 
in 
youth are always lovely to see. 
But this is deranged humor. It 
comes with a sneer that’s al­ 
most a snarl. 
Any 
interview 
with Abbie 
Hoffman 
and

shaggy colleagues must be set 
against the sorry fact that this 
is an "out-group” in the full­ 
est sense. It’s out — up, up 
and away by grace of LSD and 
other drugs. 
The drug culture 
has done 
more to 
estrange 
the 
young 
from their fathers that begat 
them than any other single cus­ 
tom, including the new sex mor­ 
ality and the draft protests. But 
in rejecting the “ m aterialism ” 


and the “ puritan values” of the 
older generation, youth lately 
seems to be rejecting the sim­ 
ple common sense 
that 
pre­ 
serves life and decency. Thus 
does the gap widen. 


A not incidental effect of this 
widening gap is the estrange­ 
ment, not to say paranoia, of 
the sort of older people who 
greatly enjoy involvement 
In 
youthful affairs. The youth cul­ 
ture, from 
fashions 
in dress 
and dancing to a private patois 
-—an argot of new slang and old 
obscenities—has immured them 
in a world parents find as harsh 
and strange as the Arctic tun­ 
dra. 
The day will come, predicts 
Mary a Mannes tn her new nov­ 
el, “They,” when the y o u n g 
will outnumber the old and the 
old will be put away in special 
enclaves. The novel may be a 
fantasy, but it is chilling all the 
same. 


"1 rem em ber the first tim e 
in my life I was afraid of the 
young,” says a character called 
Annie. “ I was afraid of them in 
groups, like when they cam e out 
of high school at 3, they were 
so tough and hard and dirty- 
mouthed. And then . . . I couldn't 
find any dress to fit me. They 
were all for little girls.” 
Though some of Miss Mannes’ 
old folks struck me as gratuit­ 
ously 
dirty-mouthed, 
I 
w a s 
moved by her account of how 
intellectuals, men and women 
who’d spent a lifetime In the 
arts or humanities, found them ­ 
selves baffled 
by 
the 
“ new 
form s.” 
“ We would read a book that 
others reviewed as brilliant and 
find it self-indulgent gibberish 
. . . We would go to plays 
celebrating evil with four-letter 
words, or uttering nothing, and 
come away empty . . . We 
kept looking for meaning, for 
standards, for order and were 
told they were no longer rele­ 
vant.” 
Given that 
kind 
of 
world, 
those concentration camps for 
people 
over 50 may 
become 
centers of culture and learning. 
But the sad fact remains; se­ 
paration by age groups is a 
damaging development. We all 
need one 
another, 
men 
and 
women, old and young, black 
and white. Such is the nature 
of man.

from an aunt who is chief dieti­ 
cian at a large hospital in Hel­ 
sinki. 
Mrs. Clarke described Finnish 
food 
as 
hearty, 
different 
in 
some ways from that of the 
three Scandinavian countries ■— 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark. 
Finns share the Danes* and 
Swedes’ fondness for crayfish 
cooked with dill. They have what 
Mrs. Clarke called “ big drink­ 
ing parties’* during the one- 
month crayfish season in late 
summer. 
But Finns drink a 
vodka-like beverage with cray­ 
fish instead of the aquavit popu­ 
lar in Scandinavia. 


The cool climate in Finland 
is only partly responsible for 
the nation's tradition of meat, 
fish, potatoes, bread, porridges 
and rich pudding-type desserts. 
Finns tend 
to eat heavier 
food because so many of them 
work outdoors-on farms and in 
forests,” she said. “ They also 
walk a lot.*’ 
They generally start the day 
with porridge—not just oatmeal, 
but also hot cereals made from 
wheat, rye or barley. Breakfast 
also 
includes 
coffee 
and 
a 
sweet bread called pulla. 
A typical family lunch might 
start with pickled or s a l t e d 
herring with brown bread; go 


on to potatoes with a sauce of 
browned pork, flour and water, 
or a casserole of fresh fish lay­ 
ered with sliced raw potatoes 
and cooked in milk with only 
salt and pepper for seasoning. 
Except for allspice, dill and 
cardamom, fe w h e r b s and 
spices are used. 


Lingonberries, which look like 
small, d a r k cranberries, and 
wild cloudberries, figure largely 
in the Finnish diet. Mrs. Clarke 
said cloudberries are nicknamed 
Finland’s oranges because 
of 
their yellow color and high Vita­ 
min C content. In season, they 
are e a t e n fresh with sugar. 
They’re available all year as 


a sweetened sauce for pancakes, 
desserts or a relish with meat. 
Finland has a groaning buffet 
called violeipiapoyta. It differs 
from S w e d i s h smorgasbord 
mainly in its emphasis on hot 
dishes rather than cold ones. 
Samples of typical hot dishes: 
maksalaatikko, or liver and rice 
casserole; baked carrot c u s ­ 
tard; peas; and always Finnish 
meat balls, made with allspice- 
flavored beef. Samples of cold 
dishes: a salted aspic contain­ 
ing veal and pigs knuckles, cold 
cuts, and herring salad. 
The voileipiapoyta sounds like 
a snack compared with a Fin­ 
nish country feast Mrs. Clarke 


described. She said it may con­ 
sist of soup, a smorgasbord, a 
hot roast such as beef, vegeta­ 
bles, potatoes and sauce, a cold 
fruit pudding, coffee with sweet 
bread, cookies, plain cake and 
cake with fruit and fruit juice 
filling. 


Mrs. Clarke said you’d wear 
off some of those calories by 
dancing a good p o l k a . When 
Finns want to relax, they have 
a sauna, she added. This steam 
bath may remove a few pounds. 
But Finns fuel right up again 
by eating another high-calorie 
meal. A typical after-sauna dish 
is kerma pannukakku, pancakes 
made with heavy cream.

DEAR DR. MILLER: 
My 
ye.?r-old pointer, Sherlock, has 
never really caught on to his 
training as he should. This sur­ 
prises me because he is from 
a good hunting strain. 1 wonder I 
if i am just expecting too much 
too young? Or is it because my 
wife mushes with him too much? 
I have been strict with him but 
it doesn't do any good probably 
because he has been so spoiled 
at home. Do you agree with 
this. 
~ L.G. 


Dear L.G.: Sherlock should 
be doing well enough at a year; 
if modem training 
methods 
were used and all was well oth­ 
erwise. (Naturally he would im-j 
prove as he matures,) If your 
wife has been extra affectionate 
with Sherlock at home while 
you have been bearing down on 
him in an attempt to tram him 
in the field, he might conceiv­ 
ably prefer the home fireside 
Thè most important asset in 
teaching ANY dog is the dog’s 
desire to please. Of course, you 
have to insist on obedience in 
the eariy stages of training as 
well as later. But there must be 
rewards for good behavior. The 
most important reward for a dog 
who loves his master is approv­ 
al. If you haven’t established a 
good rapport with Sherlock on 
your home grounds, field train­ 
ing is likely to be a frustration 
for you both. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: When I 
first got this horse, Danny Boy, 
he was drooling some but 1 did 
not think too much about ¡1 
Four months later and 
he 
is still doing the same thing. He 
was skinny when I got him and 
he still is. Is this because he 
drools? Someone says he might 
have rabies but he never acts 
mad at anybody. What should I 
do for him?

Dear B.M.: Rabies? Not like­ 
ly. If he were a victim of rab­ 
ies, he wouldn’t stand around 
drooling for this length of time. 
He would, in fact, have died 
soon after the drooling began. 
However, the excess salivation 
is significant, especially as he 
is thin. This would indicate he 
has some mouth trouble which 
makes eating difficult, if not act­ 
ually painful.

teeth whose sharp edges are 
cutting into the gums “ Stick­ 
ers” or other spikey fare may! 
also be the culprits by instiga­ 
ting oral abcesses. If you havej 
not already dumped Danny’s j 
drooling dilemna in the hands of 
the veterinarian, do so at once. 
His condition is unlikely to re­ 
spond to any do-it-yourself ap­ 
proach.

spring and I’ve got to admit 
that bird’s plenty smart. Hej 
does all sorts of tricks and 
makes my canary, Peter, look 
pretty stupid. Peter is young: 
and looks bright enough, but hei 
won’t do a thing for me. Is he 
really as stupid as my friend 
claims?—T.G. 


DEAR T.G.: Probably Peter 
ran do better, but you hve to1 
provide him with enough incen ­ 
tive—notably, food—so he will 
be willing to learn. Of course, 
confidence in the trainer is a 
prerequisite for training any 
pet. Pete s training sessions 
might take place in the morn 
ing when he is really hungry. 
You can then give him a spe-j 
cial seed snack when he per­ 
forms well. Break the training 
into simple, easy-to-master 
steps and perfect only one stage 
at a time. Reward him as he 
masters each step, then finally 
reward him only when he puts 
all the steps together to suc­ 
cessfully complete the trick. 
Naturally he won’t learn any­ 
thing which isn’t in line with 
his natural abilities. And, in all 
fairness to Peter, he can’t he 
expected to successfully match 
his bird-brain against a jay’s. 
Jays generally learn rapidly 
and are, in fact, one of the 
most 
intelligent 
families 
of 
birds.

Now that vacationis over for 
most of us, the summer tan, 
won with such great effort, is 
beginning to fade. Would you 
rather bid it a fond adieu, ap­ 
ply a little sun tan lotion or buy 
a sun lamp? If you buy the 
lamp 
you 
should 
remember 
that, although it can tan you 
quicker than natural sunbathing, 
it can also bum you quicker. 
The lighter you are, the more 
easily you will bum. How long 
¡it will take to get a bad bum 
will depend on the strnegth of 
the 
lamp, 
its distance 
from 
your skin and whether it is 
moved from time to time to 
¡cover different areas. 
While five minutes is the 
most a hght-complexioned per­ 
son should expose his skin to 
the sun at first, the initial pe­ 
riod under the sun lamp must 
usually be much shorter, with 
small daily increase in the ex­ 
posure time. Most sun l a m p s 
come with a booklet of instruc­ 
tions, You should study these 
and follow them closely, 
i 
Accumulated evidence shows 
that from the standpoint of 
health alone three is no need to 
expose yourself to sunshine or 
a sun lamp. It is true such ex­ 
posure will build up your sup­ 
ply of vitamin D, but most of 
us get all we need in our diet. 
The only other benefit f r o m 
sunbathing is cosmetic. 
Too 
¡much tanning will thicken your 
skin and accelerate wrinkling. 
Furthermore, government fig­ 
ures indicate the sun l a m p s 
¡are responsible for about 10,000 
disabling injuries each ye a r . 
These include electric shock, 
contact burns and severe sun­ 
burn. 
If you want to buy a sun 
lamp, handle It with care. Al­ 
ways wear sun-iamp goggles 
while you are under it. Use a 
timer that will shut the lamp 
off after a prescribed period. 
Don’t depend on a kitchen tim­ 
er to tell you to shut off the 
lamp. Many persons have slept 
! right through the alarm. Fial- 
ly, never leave a child alone 
with a sun lamp. If you put a 
j child 
under 
the 
lamp, 
you 
should cut the exposure time to 
half what an adult with the 
same skin coloration would get. 


Q — What is qulnidine used 
¡for? Does it have any side ef* 
I fects? 
‘A—Quimdine is used to con­ 
trol 
paroxysmal 
tachycardia 
¡(attacks of rapid pulse) and 
other irregularities of the puEe. 
It may cause nausea, headache, 
faintness and flushing of the 
skin.
